From all parts of the world, the 
so called incurable, the apparently 
dying-, and those without hope, are 
daily turning 4o GOD, FATHER DI- 
VINE, receiving; Life, Health and 
Happiness. In their last extremity 
many of them try to get to New 
York to contact FATHER Person- 
all, only to find that He will not 
see them Personally for a healing, 
for it is unnecessary and they are 
healed without coming into His Per- 
sonal Presence. 

Such was the ca^^e with Mr. Ar- 
thur H. Brock of Seattle, Washing- 
ton a few weeks ago. Probably no 
person ever ni^de a journey in 
worse condition than that in whicU 
Mr, Brock crossed the Continent. 
He was suffering according to me- 
dical testimony, from cancer of the 
stomach and liver, a running cancer 
on the lower leg, and a complication 
of other diseases. His appearance 
was indescribable. He was rushed 
from Seattle to New York by train,. 
according to his testimony, against 
the advice of the Doctors who said 
he would not live to reach his des- 
tination. An ambulance met the 
train and took him to FATHER'S

Mr. Brock was not permitted to 
see FATHER Personally, but ac- 
commodations were secured in a 
nearby house occupied by a number 
of FATHER'S Followers.

AU of these ex- 
pressions I am calling into aetio^ 
for those who are true and faith- 
ful, that they might be partakers of 
them. If you have substantiated 
F^th and unshaken confidence, 
whatsoever you may think, yea even 
surmise, it can be made real if it 
is thought with sincerity* 
NOT AS MANKIND 
WOUJLD IK) 

^ reference to the last Speaker 
—the Brother whom you all have 
thought much on,— I wish to Say 
for such cases and the more severe 
cases, that is the time I will prove 
to the world conclusi'vely, GOD does 
not have to do for you as man or 
mankind WOULD do. GOD is Om 
nipotent. Omniscient, and Omnipres- 
ent. GOD will prove to the world 
conclusively, with His Love, and 
Mercy, aaid Infiniteness as a Uni- 
versal Saviour and Redeemer, He 



can meet your conditions without 
makmg a physical effort to touch 
you. It is indeed Wonderful! Men in 
THEIR versions, they will try to 
help GOD do something, but xvhen 
you realize the Truth concerning the 
mystery, if GOD is the One that 
will do the work, relax your- con- 
scious mentality, for GOD i.s not 
asking you to help Him. 

Now in reference to tlie last 
Brother whom we are considering 
when he came I told his Companion 
and those who were with him, it was 
not necessary for Me to contact him 
Personally, for if I am Who you say 
I Am, the mental and the spiritual 
contact is the great essential. By 
he and those with him making hia 
mental and their mental and spirit- 
ual contact, they have received the 
d^esirable result.

I did not touch him! I have not 
been near him Personally! That is 
to Say, I have not TOUCHED him 
Personally,— but I have toeen touch- 
ing him all the time. (He has been 
sleeping in Me! H;e has been living 
in Me! He hag been walking in Me, 
and he has been talking in Me! As 
far as touching him Personally, I 
have not been near him Personally, 
for GOD is Omnipotent It is indeed 
Wonderful! I must PROVE My Gos- 
pel Truth by going to the extreme 
reverse of that which the mortal 
mind would suggest. I have De- 
clared to the inhabitants of the 
Earth, T need not make, a physical 
contact with you, neither need you 
make one with Me, but form your 
mental and spiritual' contact and you 
will be blessed of The Lord. Again, 
I have Declared in a Motto for con- 
sideration, Through a harmonious 
concentration upon Me, the belief 
and recognition of the Personified 
GOD is the Redemption of your 
(body as well as ybur soul.' But those 
who ignore Jh^ Personification of 
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GOD, GOD will ignore the Person- 
ification of them, for GOD as the 
great Equalizer working from the 
Spirit of RIGHTEOUSNESS. TRUTH 
and JUSTICE, through equalization 
will equally adjust matters satis- 
factorily and measure to every man 
according as his works may be. If 
you recognize Me only vaguely and 
invisibly, I will recognize you the

TRUTH8 

Oh it is a privilege to realize, 
these are psychological Truths! Not 
only these which I am putting forth 
into expression from a Religious and 
from a Spiritual point of view, but 
they are psychological Truths as 
put forth into expression from every 
angle expressible. All of the whole 
Creation is a PSYCHOLOGICAL 
Creation brought into outer expres- 
sion and into materialization, taut it 
is a PSYCHOLOGICAL Creation. 
From the Foundation of the world, 
the whole Creation of GOD'S In- 
finiteness was Created from a psy- 
^ chological point of view. But be- 
cause you have gone so far from the 
psychic plane and from the Spiritual 
realm wherein I Stand, it is a mat- 
ter of impossibility for you to see 
the mystery psychologically in real- 
ity. 

As materialists, you observe only 
the material things, and think for 
an instance, it must be brought in- 
to outer expressioii merely through 
a visible outward expression of some- 
thing through' some of your physical 
efforts, or methods, or remedies, 
or some outer expression. But I am 
here to tell you, out of the whole 
Creation there is not an expression 
in the Creation of the Infinite One, 
that was not mental, psychic, or 
Spiritual, or something of that kind, 



RECOGNITION OF 
OMNIPOTENCE 

I am just bringing you back to 
the recognition of the Omnipotence 
and the Infiniteness of your Maker. 
GOD, your great Creator, through 
His condescension brought into 
outer expression His great Creation 
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and He saw it after it was, and 
these different expressions of it 
were, put forth into outer expres- 
sion. Then and there He could ob- 
serve it according to the Scripture, 
and could see it was QOOD and 
VERY GOOD. Everything by expres- 
sion that GOD Created from the In- 
visible Realm, from the mental and 
the psychic planes, through His con- 
descension to bring them into outer 
expression. He Declared by the vis- 
ible-ization of these things, they 
were good and very good. They were 
good because they had been made 
from the Mental and Spiritual 
Reahnof GOD'S Infinitenesa. There- 
fore they were expressions of a 
psychological point for considera- 
tion, but they could not be consid- 
ered by the conscious mentality sav- 
ing as they were brought into ma- 
teriality and into outer expression. 
But through the condescension of 
GOD, in Love and Mercy He brought 
the invisible things from the In- 
visible realm to the visible plane, 
that mankind might observe and see 
the tangible-ization of those psychic, 
psychological things, that THEY 
might be more psychic and psy- 
chological than they really are, and 
than • they have been. But through 
the ignorance of the Law of the 
Spirit, and the psychic or psycho- 
logical law, they nave gone into ma- 
terialism so far, they think we must 
perform the Acts of the Works of 
GOD merely by material actions and 
performances, etc. 

THE SPIRIT OF 
HIS PRESENCE 

By the Spirit of My Presence with 
M^ Understanding, I will call hu- 
manity's attention by actuality, by 
putting forth My Rules and Regu- 
lations into expression from a psy- 
chological point of view on the . ma- 
terial plane, that manldnd might ob- 
* serve them and realize, that which 
was invisible and psychological, that 
very identical expression which was 
invisible and psychological^ it can 
and it actually IS visible and mater- 
ial, — materially manifested. 

Therefore I Say, that which we 
are now enjoying, that which we are 
now observing, we are observing 
these things from the psychic and 
from the spiritual planes, but it was 
essential for humanity that they 
might come from the psychic and 
from the Spiritual, — the Invisible,^^ 



to the visible, that we might enjoy 
them and cause them to be made 
real, tangible and practical, although 
they were psychological. 

ESSE^T1AL TO 
UNDERSTAND 

Because of the practicality of 
these things and the materialization 
of them, it does not prohibit them 
from being psychological as such, 
because they are materialized. To 
those who are Spiritual, all things 
are Spiritual; to those who are na^ 
tural all things arc natuial. There- 
fore you can obseye things accord- 
ing to the functioning of your con- 
scious mentality and according to 
the standard in which you are think- 
ing, whether you are thinking from 
the psychic, or mental, or Spiritual 
plane, or whether you are merely 
thinking from the material realm. 

Therefoi^e it is essential to under- 
stand the mystery. But as you could 
not understand it so scientifically I 
aftn callin|r your attention to the 
mystery, and the significance of My 
refusing to see the Brother Person- 
ally, that I might prove and show 
to the world of criticism, My Maj- 
esty, Dominion and Authority, and 
let them know conclusively once and 
forever, 'It is not by power nor by 
might, but by My Spirit Says The 
Lord.* Oh it' is indeed Wonderful! 
GOD in the midst of you is mighty 
to save. When I Say, 'Here you are 
and there 1 am; there I sit and 
here you stand,' GOD through His 
condescension with Love, and Mercy 
and Compassion Mentally, is actual- 
ly transmitting Himself to the child- 
ren of men, — transmitting Himself 
to them that they itiight be like 
Him. Being like Him, they will bq 
partakers of His Nature, His Char- 
acteristics, and they will produce it 
and bring the Heaven into outer 
expression and into materialization. 

SPIRITUALIZING 
XHE BODY 

You are being Spiritualized, 
and 'you are materiahzing the 
Spirit. Isn't that Wonderful! I 
Speak into actuality the MATER- 
IALIZATION of HEALTH and 
HAPPINKSS. The MATERIALI- 
ZATION of HEALTH and HAPPI- 
NESS has come forth into expres- 
sion As GOD Said in the Beginning, 
'Let dry land appear,* I Say( 'Let 
PEACE, JOY, HEALTH and HAP- 



PINESS be materialized and person- 
ified and become to be a Living 
Presence expressly.' Now isn't that 
Wonderful! You are fortunate to be 
in this Presence, where LIFE, and 
HEALTH, and HAPPINESS, and all 
of these Qualities are materialize- 
able as I Speak them into actuality. 
When GOD Said to the Earth that 
was void and without form, — 'Let 
dry land appear,' it appeared and 
came into observation. GOp is 
Speaking into visible-ization, and 
into tangible-ization, and into per- 
sonification, every good ajxd desir- 
able expression, that mankind might 
observe GOD'S ACTUAL PRES- 
ENCE. Now isn't that Wonderful! 
The visible-ization of that which 
was psychic, and that which was 
mental, and that which was Spirit- 
ual, GOD will and GOD is tang- 
ible-izing or tangibleating which- 
ever; materializing and personifying 
through reinc^-rnation, that which 
was merely mental and that which 
was merely Spiritual. 

PERSONIJICATioN OB^ 
GOD MAN'S REDEMPTION 

'The belief in the Personified GOD ' 
is the Redemption of your body as 
well as your soul.' Because this 
Brother believed in the Personifica- 
tion of GOD as I Stand, and rec- 
ognized the Presence of GOD in the ' 
likeness of man, GOD brought forth 
the personified expression and like- 
ness of Himself, man; in His Own 
Image and Likeness expressly. 
Therefore you can observe it Marvel 
not at these things, for as I HAVE 
done and AM doing. I have not yet 
hardly begun, and I shall continue 
throughout all Eternity. My Activ- 
ities Professionally, Spiritually, So- 
cially and otherwise, shall have no 
end. Oh it is a privilege to realize 
it! 

But remember, when these unfold- 
ments take place so vividly, mortali- 
ty would desire to criticize it. Mor- 
tality would desire to measure GOD 
with the measure of a man. But re- 
member, the Condescension of 
CHRIST among the children of men ^ 
was that He did descend to the low- 
est parts of the Earth as an ab- 
stract expression of the condescen- 
sion of His Infiniteness, to Love, 
Mercy and Compassion for those 
that were living in the lowly state 
of expression. It is indeed Wonder- 
ful! 
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When JESUS according to the 
Scripture, better known as CHRIST 
by the Resurrection, descended to 
'the other place* Bibhcally speak- 
ing, it was an outward expression 
in the Biblical quotation, of descend- 
ing to 'the other place,' to show 
mankind the depths of humility and 
the lowliness of JESUS to descend 
to the lowest places to reach the 
conditions of the millions that were 
functioning in the lowly state of ex- 
pression. 'He took upon Himself/ 
Said He. 'our infirmities, and bare 
our diseases/ Therefore through His 
condescension He haa descended, 
isn't that Wonderful! 'And The LORD 
HIMSELF shall descend from 
Heaven!' It did not say, 'He shall 
ASCEND,' but 'The LORD Himself 
shall descend from Heaven.* Now

THE CONDESCENSION 
OF GOD 

Thp condescension of GOD to the 
children of men Mentally, and the 
condescendence of GOD,— GOD des- 
cending from the lofty state of ex- 
pression to the state of humility.— 
in the (Meekness of His Spirit He 
has descended. His condescension 
was to reach your condition,— reach 
you on the plane wherein you are 
functioning,— to be as you are actu- 
ally. In the language of your ac- 
. tions, and emotions, and expressions, 
and your deeds. GOD Himself 
through His condescension is Speak- 
ing. Isn't !:hat Wonderful! X Say, in 
the actions of the language you are 
speakting actually. He through His 
condescension now is Speaking in - 
the actuated language you are 
. speaking, for 'Actions speak louder 
than words,' and deeds also do the 
same. I am Speaking in your Ian- 
/guage in actions, and emotions, and 
expressions, that you might under- 
stand Me while I am Speaking. But 
yet with this, X will not further 
descend in expressions of using ma- 
terial methods and material reme- 
dies, for this would be an expres- 
sion and this would be an action of 
Low-rating the Standard of the 
Principles of CHRIST your Saviour. 
Isn't that Wonderful! But to descend 
to the plane wherein you stand, yea 
even in your expressions commonly 
' known a^ sin, would be more justi- 
fiable for GOD to descend than that 
which is commonly known as Right- 
eousness, in the actuated expression 



of those who call themselves Reli- 
gious. Isn't that Wonderful! 

GOD S WAYS HIGHER 
THAN MAN'S 

To take upon Myself the infirmat- 
ies of the so-called Followers who 
call themselves Religious-and Divin- 
ely inspired, to try to seek honor 
by doin^ Komettiin^ Personally "r^v 
using material methods and ma- 
terial remedies, etc., and making 
physical efforts to reach the condi- 
tions of the afflicted, such would be 
detrimental because that would be 
low-rating the Standard of GOD'S 
Prihciple and His especial Mission 
and Calling. But to low-rate the 
Standard of His Personal Presence. 
— My condescension to come in your 
midst and to act as you do, such 
would be justified, therefore it is 
justifiable. Isn't that Wonderful! 
• GOD in the midst of you is Mighty 
to Save. 

There are questions at times, con- 
cerning Me in My different quota- 
tions. If you would stop to consider 
the mystery of the Scripture, if I 
Speak not the words that are ex- 
actly written according to the quo- 
tations, they are the words and 
the records of the Apostles and 
Prophets, and other Writers, bear- 
ing witness by inspiration, of 
what I Said. Nevertheless, wh'bn I 
Come and Speak Myself I may 
Speak My Own Version, for GOD 
is HiS' Own Interpreter. It is in- 
deed Wonderful! Why should I go 
by what Peter, James and John 
said? That is their version, and the 
same as among the many of us to- 
day, they may not have heard Me - 
distinctly. Now isn't that Wonder- 
ful! If they heard Me distinctly, 
their versions may have changed it, 
the same as there are those who' 
claim to be My Representatives in 
some parts of the Country, and at 
some places no doubt in this 
Country and in other Countries, who 
will take My Messages, the direct 
Words I have Spoken, and read them 
and try to put their interpretation 
on them. But it has long been de- 
clared by inspiration, and I will 
verify the same this afternoon, 'GOD 
is His Own Interpreter, and He will 
make it plain.* 

WHATEVER GOD SAYS 
IS LAW

"PEACE TO ALL! We, the Inter-racial, Inter- 
national, Inter-religious, Interdenominational, and 
Non-partisan Co-workers of FATHER DIVIiSfE'S 
PEACE MISSION and its Department of Right- 
eous Govepiment, greet all mankind with PEACE. 
In the Light of this New Day and Dispensation 
in which we^ are now ^ living since the advent of 
FATHER DIVINE — ^Whom twenty-two million have 
recognized as their Saviour cojjpe to Earth again 
in Bodily Form,— we are advocating RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS, JUSTICE and Truth in every walk of 
life. Therefore we request the cooperation of all 
Governments in LEGALIZING these QUALITIES, 
and the participation of all right-thinking people 
in Universalizing a RIGHTEOUS GOVERNMENT." 

'*For this cause we are assembled in a great 
International Righteous Government Convention in 
New York City these three days, the Tenth, Elev- 
enth, and Twelfth of January, 1&36, A.D.F.D., with 
Delegates from many different Countries and 
States. The Righteous Government Department of 
FATHER DIVINE'S Peace Mission Movement has 
adopted a Platform embodying some of the more 
important issues of its Righteous Stand. This 
Platform which has been verified and endorsed 
by FATHER DIVINE with His Personal signature, 
we are privileged to present to you as follows:" 
« « ^ 

"In presenting RIGHTEOUS GOVERNMENT to 
the world at large, nothing more fLtting of far- 
reaching could be said than what has already been 
Said by Him Who. is the Founder of it, Who has 
already introduced it to every field of life by es- 
tablishing it in the lives of twenty-two million 
Followers living in practically every Civilized 
Country on Earth. A few of His Personal Words 
on the subject, as He addressed thousands of His 
Followers recently in New York City, were as 
follows: — 

"it has been through the Ages, that Religion 
and the Religious Teaching have caused men 
to be submissive, meek and obedient if they 
were Religious, but obedient to wickedness, 
obedient to dishonesty, obedient to unrighteous- 
ness. Therefore it profited you nothing to be Re- 
ligious and obedient. What profit would it be to 



us to-day to bring you into the Spirit and the ac- 
tion of Righteousness, unless we have a Right- 
eous Government? That is why there are so 
many of the different individuals that have re- 
sorted to violence, and refused to accept of the 
Teaching of Religion.''. - 

"They have striven to keep the CHRIST from 
the Political world. Through the different Reli- 
gions you have been taught that Religion and 
Politics will not mix, but I am privileged to Say, 
without the true concept of CHRIST and the rec- 
ognition of HIS PRESENCE among the Politicisuis, 
the world will continue to be filled with corrup- 
ition, and it is a matter of impossibility to re- 
ceive your deliverance saving through this great 
Conversion," 

"RIGHTEOUSNESS, TRUTH and JUSTICE 
shall become to be a Living Reality, and shall 
be established universally through Legality, and 
every nation, language, tongue, and people shall 
accept it as, the Fundamental." 
*We believe in these Words because we are 
among the miliidns that have already been im- 
pregnated with tliese Qualities by FATHER DI- 
UnSTE. Through the New Dist)ensatioh of GOD on 
Earth in Bodily Form, we already have a RIGHT- 
EOUS GOVERNMENT, for RIGHTEOUSlStESS, 
JUSTICE arid TRUTH are now Reigning in us 
where unrighteousness, injustice, arid untruth once 
held sWay. Therefore we s^t forth some of the 
Principles of Righteous GSovemment aireeldy es- 
tablished in our midst, and some of the issues in- 
volved, that they may be legalized univers^liy," 
* * * 

PRINCiPLES 

"That the whole human rice is essientially one, 
and '*Of one Blood GOD formed all nations," has 
been attested both by Scripture arid by Science. 
The Righteous Government of FATilER DiVlNE'S 
Peace Mission stands for and actiially produces 
such an organization of Society. It is founded upon 
the recognition of the Brotherhood of Man arid the 
Fatherhood of GOD. Its Watchword is PEACE, and 
it actually establishes PEACE among ithe nations 
by eradicating prejudice, segregatioii, arid division 
from among the people arid promoting tlie wel- 
fare of every livinjc creature. From this angle we 
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emphatically protest against the persecution of 
the Jews in Germany and all other Countries, and 
the oppression of all minorities.' 

'This Movement stands for and demands an 
EQUAL OPPORTUNITY for every individual with- 
out regard to race, creed or color, in accordance 
with the declaration made in the Constitution of 
the United States, that all men are created equal 
It stands for the Life and Teaching of JESUS the 
CHRIST exactly as He lived it/ 

'We realize that the division of Society into Po- 
litical Nations has led through .the Ages, to con- 
tmuous warfare and widespread poverty and dis- 
tress. Therefore we do not identify ourselves with 
any Nation or people, but we do endorse and sup- 
port the Constitution of .the United States as the 
Foundation for all Governments to build upon Un- 
der the Constitution of the United States all men 
can worship GOD according to the dictates of 
their own conscience, and are guaranteed the right 
to individual liberty. This has been indicated by 
FATHER DIVINE as a Divinely established Order 
for the coming of the Kingdom of GOD on Earth/ 

'On every hand however, tendencies can be seen 
that are undermining the individual Uberty and 
equal rights guaranteed by the Constitution They - 
are creeping, in behind prejudicial and discrimin- 
atory Laws and Ordinances; through the New Deal 
Legislation, and through such Laws that deprive 
the individual of the right to sell his goods for 
httle or nothing if he chooses; through the Com^ 
pulsory Insurance Laws: the intimidation of Work- 
ers by the Labor Unions; the Laws imposing Com- 
pulsory Medical Treatment, and the like. Concern- 
ing the preservation of the Constitution from these 
reactionary tendencies, FATHER has recently Said:' 

"There is an issue today observed, .that had 
not been observed so vividly as it is now .... 
Laws and by-^laws of practically every kind have 
^ arisen through the prejudiced representatives of 
Pontics among the Politicians that 'are actually 
undermining the Constitution of our great 
Country. Just think of Laws that are not ac- 
cording to the "Constitution, and brought about 
UNDER the Constitution, which are in complete 
violation of the Constitution. If GOD would al- 
low it to continue, they would eventually under- 
mine the Constitution completely, and .the Gov- 
ernment of our Civilization would be a failure/' 
^On these issues we stand uncompromisingly for 
the rights of the common people, and FATHER'S 
Activities continue silently and unceasingly to eradi- 
cate such autocracy. Much of it has already been 
elimmated. He is Speaking continually in Deeds 
and in Actions more than in words, but at various 
'times He vividly stresses these issues to the 
Masses, in Words. Concerning .the Compulsory In- 
surance issue, He has Spoken emphatically. When 
one of His Followers and her bondsman, operat- 
ing a small industry, asked Father the question, 
"Kust we take out Compensation Insurance a« 
four of us in the Shop will have to sign up aa 



partners; if we do not they will not give us 
licenses," FATHER Rephed:' 

''We will have what we want to have just 
the same, if we have to get it just the same as 
the bootleggers and moonshiners do. If they do 
not give us the right ito do what is right with- 
out Compensation Insurances, we will BREAK 
the LAW. if they do not allow us to have li- 
censes by the Law without taking out insur- 
ances, we will run our industries without the 
Law, we will break the Law and do it anyhow 
without any licenses— they just as well to know 
we will not take out any insurance compensa- 
tions." 

AGAINST OUR RELIGIOUS BELI£F 

*lt is not' justifiable to try to force someone 
against their Religious belief, and our Religious 
belief is that we should not take out insurances, 
and we wiU not do' it. We are wilUng to get. 
licenses as required by law for anything that 
is necessary to have licenses for, in a legal way, 
for the maintenance of the City Government, 
but in regard to insurance compensations and 
such as that, we will not tolerate it, for it 
causes men to mistrust GOD, and is not accord- 
ing to our Teaching, and is in violation to our 
Religious belief. For thi^ cause we take a 
stand in opposition to such, but we will get li- 
censes if they choose to give us licenses accord- 
ing to the regulation of the law ... for the 
maintenance of the City Government, and up-keep 
of the other necessities . . . Official duties, etc., 
for the City, but not insurances to mistrust GOD 
and visualize disappointments, failures, accidents, 
and disasters. As far as taking out insurances, 
we win not tolerate it, and I would tell the 
PRESIDENT so.'* 

'On another occasion, when the question of Com- 
pulsory Medical Treatment was brought to an 
open issue by the Authorities, FATHER addressed 
His.Audience thus:' 

"According to the Law of our State in which 
we are now livuig, it is a misdemeanor for a 
mother or a parent of children under the age 
of sixteen, not to have a physician, when the 
cases have been diagnosed as essential for a 
physical examination and for a physical opera- 
tion. But I put forth a Commandment as for 
a legal proceeding, to go in the Statute Book 
parallel with that which for parents sets up 
their obligation, and a penalty for not having a 
physician.*' 

"W for any cause My Spirit and My Mind, 
and My Impersonal Presence, cannot reach your 
afflicted or sick children or -those that are con- 
cerned, and heal them, you can have a physician 
and SHOULD have one. But remember, 'the 
physicians must guarantee the cure and guar- 
antee the life and health of the individual . . . 
This is a Law withhz a Law, and I put it forth 
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as a rebuttal to that of medical science. If 
they will try to bind mankind In their rulings, 
THEY must be subject to a ruling also." 

*'The physicians and doctors must guarantee 
a cure, and a complete cure» and the lives of 
the individuals. If not» they will be held re- 
sponsible, and sued for .the death of the per- 
son or persona. Remember, this is RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS, and JUSTICE and TRUTH, and 
we must HAVE it. If we cannot get Justice 
on the side of the common people, we will not 
give it to the Officials. The law is not worth 
a dime, that is not giving equal rights on either 
side. The Movement is right, but there is an- 
other side to it that has been overlooked, and I 
am here for the common people. For the Mass- 
es collectively and universally, I Stand." 

"Thousands of people are homeless, thousands 
of them are motherless and fatherless, yea even 
family-less. It is indeed Wonderful! Whole 
families have died by operations. Whole families 
have been forced to have physicians and still 
th^y died, after- the physicians and hospitals had 
taken all their money. It is indeed Wonderful!" 

*'When the physician takes charge of you 
physically, he must guarantee ^our health and 
^ complete happiness, and cure from that afflic- 
tion and all of the diseases for which tliey are 
treating you — if GOD will permit. This is not 
confined nor bound to this State alone, but any 
State or Country that makes it punishable by 
Law for a person not to have a physician. Hence, 
this Amendment I request for the Statute Books, 
as applicable . to any person or persons that 
would be so involved and to all that are 
concerned, wheresoever such laws are enacted. ' 

CONSTITUTIONAIi BIGHTS 

*We are unalterably opposed to such unjust Laws 
and such infringements on the rights of the com- 
mon people, and we ask all Legislators and all 
right-thinking people to coopera.te with us in 
breaking them down. But there is a far more 
important issue by. which the rights of millions 
are being undermined. We refer to the oppression 
and intimidation of Workers, by the Labor Unions. 
This we will not tolerate. The unjust and auto- 
cratic rule these Officials and Organizations have 
usurped over the Masses, must cease. Extracting 
hard-earned money from the Workers in the form 
of heavy Membership fees and giving them nothing 
in return; fining them for the slightest violation 
of Union Rules; attempting to regulate the per- 
sonal affairs of individuals on the jofis; limitin|^ 
Union Workers to so many- hours a day and five 
days a week, yet giving them no assurance in re- 
, turn, of even that amount of work — such outrages 
must cease. A rule that does not work both ways 
cannot be endorsed. RIGHTEOUSNESS, TRUTH 
and JUSTICE must be observed by all. Speaking 
to thousands of His Followers In New York City 
on this subject, FATHER DIVINE Said Personally : 



"At this juncture, I further wish to convey 
a Thought (to the Public at large, for which I 
may have an occasion to call together about 
fifty thousand, for the purpose of universally 
establishing same, and \that is this: Practically 
all of the different Unions, they think they have 
dominion over the people, and force them to 
work or force them not to work, and yet give 
them nothing. I have Risen to PUT IT DOWN. 
Every Union in the United States of America 
must deal JUSTLY among the people, or else 
I will STRIKE on them) Just as they have 
taeeji striking, I will call the Laborers together, 
to strike on the Unions. It is indeed Wonder- 
ful! If irou belong to a Union, the Unions must 
have a Law to see that you get so much work, 
if you must pay your Unions dues. If they can- 
not and will not guarantee you five days work 
a week, why then you should withdraw from 
the Unions. It is indeed Wonderful! That is 
the mystery! That is, if you desire to have the 
VICTORY!" 

*'Why should the Unions try to control the 
people and put them in slavery? They must 
deal JUSTLY, and it may undoubtedly be a bat- 
tle on hand. In the places where they work 
in different Factories, talking about the Unions 
coming in and snatching men and women up 
from their work, when they are working get-' 
ting an honest living! It is Wonderful! I will 
caU a STRIKE on the Unions if they will not 
t deal Justly. That is what I will do! I will call 
a strike on the Unions! They have oppressed 
the widow and the orphan, and the hireling in 
his wages, long enough. It is indeed Wonder- 
ful! Going under the name of Unions, and will 
not guarantee work for the people!" 

"Every Union that tries to bind the people 
and put them back in slavery, and prohibit 
them from working when they are trying to 
get an honest living — if they do not pay their 
dues how DARE they put their hands on an 
individual! Now tell them I Said KEEP THEIR 
HANDS OFF! This Country does not belong 
to ithe Unions, it belongs to GOD. It is indeed 
Wonderful! The very IDEA, talking about go- 
ing into men's shops where they have paid for, 
^and paid taxes in this City, and puTling men and 
women out of the jobs. I will PUT A STOP 
TO IT! Now tell them I SAID it, and I MEAN 
IT!" 

'.'Who are they that you should pay money to, 
anj^way? WTiat have THEY to do with it! . . : 
Talking about a man cannot work unless he be- 
longs to a Union, and then joining the Union, 
and they will not give him work to do! If the 
Union does not guarantee five days to the week 
work according to their regulations, according 
< to other workers five day week, why I will 
withdraw you all from the Unions. I mean 
what I am TALKING about! . . . We are going 
to have WORK! We are going to hav^? WORK 
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with or without the Unions, and if the Unions 
initerfere, we will withdraw from the Unions 
and we are going to WORK ANYHOW! That 
is what^we are going to do! I hope there are 
some representing every Union, under the sound 
of My Voice— every Union in the United States 
of America. I want them all to hear it." 

"If the labor Unions ithat limit Workers to 
five days a week will guarantee the Workers 
five days' work each week, and will guarantee 
to pay them what they are demanding from 
the employers when they call them out on 
strike, we will endorse them. Otherwise, we 
will not itolerate them." 

'In tjae cause pf EJGHTEOUSNESS, JUSTICE 
and TRUTII, we demand that such Infringements 
on the Conatitutional rights of the people be elim- 
inated. We ' request the Law-makers to make 
L^ws and provide machinery to enforce (the laws, 
to safeguard the rights of the common people, 
and we ask all law-abiding and right-thinking 
persons to cooperate in observing all Righteous 
and Just Laws/ 

^'We. do.not mean to say that men can be madfi 
RIQHTEOIJS, JUST and TRUTHFUL by Law, 
for Tt is not by power nor by might b,ut by My 
Spirit, Says The Lord.* It was not the Lav^r that 
cafised millions of people to return stolen goods, 
to pay up old bills, to become honest, competent 
^^ tru^ and be law-abiding citizens when tjhey 
.w;ere just th,e opposite before they* knew FATHER 
DiymE— i.t was IJis SPIillT and MEND entering 
into them; However/ the time is at hand for 
RIGHTE;oUSNESS,' justice and TRUTH to be 
LEGALIZED, a^d for those that are unrighteous, 
unjust and untrue and will not observe the 
RIGHTEldUSNE'SS o^ tiie LAW, to be designated 
as criminal's. Therefore we demand the following:

4. Legislation making it ai crime for any News- 
paper, IVIagazhie, or other Publication to use seg- 
regated or slang words referring to race, creed or 
color of any individual or group, or write abusively 
concemhig any. 

5. Repeal of all Laws or Ordinajices providing 
for_ Compulsory Insurance; Employers' XaabUity, 
Public Liability, or any olher form of Compulsory 
Insurance. 

6. Abolishment of Capital Punishment in all 
States and Countries. 

7- Legjlslation In eveiy State and Country 
where Laws or Ordinances now exist requiring 
children or adults to submit to vaccination, oper- 
ations, or IreatineHt by Physicians — the new Le- 
gislation to impose equally binding obligations 
upon the Medical Authorities and the Physicians. 
From the moment the Authorities or Physicians 
take charge of the patient physically, they must 
guarantee a complete cure, and guai^ntee the life 
of the individual, or be liable for damages in the 
event of his death. 

8. Legislatdon to abolish lynching and outlaw 
members of lynch mobs, In all States and Coun- 
tries. 

9. Ijegislation making it a violation of the Law,

10. Immediate return to ownere of all stolen 
goods or their equivalent, not only by individuals 
but by Nation^-^this to Include all territories 
taken by force from other Nations. 

11. Xiegislation making it a crime for any em- 
ployer to discha^e an employee, even through a 
subordinate, when even circumstantial evidence can 
be introduced to show that It was on account of 
race, creed or color. 

12. Legislation establishing a maximum fee for 
all Labor IJtnion Memberships, causing them to ac- 
cept all qualified appUcants and give them ciqual 
privileges regardless of race, creed, color or cl^- 
sificaHon; also providing that any I^bor Union 
which' limits the hours and days of work per week, 

^ must guarantee at least that much work per week 
to its members, and if it calls a strike pay its 
Members wlule they are out of work, the full 
amount they are demanding from the employers, 
otherwise all obligations for dues must cease. 

IS. Immediate repeal of all ILaws and Ordn- 
ances, Ooyemmental Bules and Regulations, re- 
quiring individuals to designate themselves as be- 
ing of a race, creed or color in signing any kind 
of papers; this to apply especially to Inunigration, 
Citizenship, Piassport, or Legal papers. 

14. LegisiatJoh making it unlawful for employ- 
ers of skilled or unskilled technical or professional 
help, to have ^ferent wagei scales or salaries for 
what tibiey term different races, creeds or colors; 
or to discriminate in any way in the hiring of 
help.

The RIGHTEOUS GOVERNMENT DEPART- 
MENT of FATHER DIVINE'S PEACE MISSION, 
bases its Plan for universalizing prosperity upon the 
Fundamental Principle Personified in FATHER DI- 
VINE, that has made millions prosperous. It has 
taken His Followers off the Rehef and made them 
independent, thus saving the Government millions. 
Not one of His True Followers would accept of 
Relief in any form, or even so much as go oh the 
Relief Rolls in order to get a job. We demand 
the abandonment of the Government regulation 
requiring the people of America to declare them- 
selves destitute and go on the Relief Rolls, in or- 
der to get jobs.' 

'The DIVINE PLAN calls for EQUAL DISTRI- 
BUTION OF OPPORTUNITY, and giving every 
man a chance to be mdependent, but not &o much 
charity. In the experience of millions who have 
accepted FATHER DIVINE, all economic and un- 
employment problems have been solved, and they 
are actually enjoying the ideal conditions others 
are ' striving for. He has made it possible for 
those who are cooperative and meek, especially in 
this Country, to live well -on five dollars a week 
or less. He has further suppUed them with part- 
time jobs at least, to earn an independent living, 
while causing them to desire to serve their fellow- 
men in ^ all their working hours. Speaking of His 
Personal Activities in New York, FATHER Said: 

"I have been feeding the unemployed in a 
number around about from two thousand five 
hundred to three thousand a day, but this is 
not My great Aim in Life.

you do not have to feel as a beggar. You can 
feel INDEPENDENT, for that is the price—or 
those are the prices for the meals in all of our 
Connections, not only here in New York City 
but all the way across the Country, in all of the 
places^fifteen cents is the maximum fee ^^ for a 
meal. I wish to further announce . , . hereafter 
our Barber Shops \yill not charge but Ten cents 
for a hair cut for men, and Five cents for a 
shave . . . We shall make similar cuts in the 
dress shops in proportion, and in the grocery 
stores, and other expressions of our Industries." 

'Naturally the cost of these facilities is greater 



than the income from them, and no man could 
continue indefinitely to carry them on, but as they 
are the Gift of GOD to mankind they are amply 
provided for. FATHER DIVINE takes no collec- 
tions, accepts no donations or financial support 
whatsoever, and has never been know to do so. 
On the contrary, He is constantly giving; 

^Another of His Personal Activities for the ben- 
efit of the Masses has been a free Employment 
Agency. After operating His Own Private Agen- 
cy free for many years, He recently opened up a 
Public Agency to get at the intolerable conditions 
in the Employment field.' 

'Regarding these conditions, He recently Spoke 
as follows:' 

'^I call your attention to an hicident just hap- 
pening now here in your midst which I am in, 
and that is this — I took over and opened up 
*The Busy Bee Employment Agency.* The Law 
has been for years that the employees and the 
employers are supposed to pay ten percent to 
the Agency . . . but I learned since I have been 
in it that the employers will not pay a penny. 
They have been forcing the employees to pay 
their ten percent and the employers not paying 
anything. It is indeed Wonderful! But I v^rill 
not have it that way, longer." 

"That is one of the outrages that has been 
manifested or concealed here . . . where they 
would force the employees to pay their fees, 
but would not force the employers who have 
millions, to pay a fee. Many of them did not 
have bread to eat, neither a place to sleep, 
seeking work to be honest, competent and true, 
and yet if they got a chance to get a position, 
they could not have it unless they paid their 
fees, yet the millionaire that was hiring them 
as the employer, they would not charge him a 
penny. It is indeed Wonderful I" 

**In every little simple expression, you can 
see the outward expression of the oppression of 
those who are as the hireling and the father- 
less, the poor and the needy, the laboring class 
of people. * It is indeed Wonderful! As I Said 
some time ago, when I am participating with 
My Comi*ades, the Commimists, whether they 
know it or not I know they are fulfilling the 
Scriptures more than many of the Preachers 
and those that are called Religious ... I vdli 
get you positions if you are competent. If you 
have good references I will get you POSI- 
TIONS, FREE of CHARGE. I will l^t you go 
FREE — the employee — but the employers can 
pay their fee." 

'Following FATHER'S Example, others of FA- 
THER'S Movement endeavored to open licensed 
Employment Agencies and cooperate in the same 
work of helping the Masses, but the Commissioners 
showed every evidence of a desire to uphold and 
perpetuate the old system of squeezing small sums 
out of the poor and letting the employers go free 
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arwi' tHey would not grant licenses. FATHER 
Spoke in this regard as follows:* 

"It has been distinctly discerned that where- 
soever there is an application put in for an Em- 
ployihent Agency, the pi;6iudlcial Officials in 
connection with the Administration ,are trying 
.y ^ ^^P My Co-workers or anyone who is con- 
nected with Me, from (having an Employment 
Agency. It is because they know within them- 
selves, I will cut the cost of living. They 
know I aril here as a help for the meek and 
lowly. They know ithat I came as a swift Vifit- 
ness agaiiist those who will oppress the widow 
' and the fatherless, and will not come nigh Me. 
Thai; is. why they are trying to keep My Con- 
nection out of it- I will put it THROUGH if 
r haye to put them OUT of OFFICE! That it 
what I WILL DO! Everyone who comes in op-.,' 
position, everyone who will rise in an endeavor 
: to; oppose My Endeavorsj I shall put them to 
an. open shame. Every prejudicial Official who 
is in .the^,gommissipn and coimected in ahy way 
in this Administration, who desires fto prohibit 
Me from having an Employment Agency Per- 
sonally, I shall put him out of Office. There * 
are thousands of people out of work, without 
. f ood dnd shelter.-and I can see Oie oppressed— .. 
;. the widows and the orphans, the hireling and 
his- wages, and I will' bring swifit jtidginent to 
the offehcjer,'^ ^ . 

'Unlike other Plans that have been declared'

Planks under discussion: 12. Leg- 
islation establishing a maximum fee 
for all JUihor Union Memberships, 
' causing them to accept all qualified 
applicants and give them equal priv- 
ileges regardless of race, creed, color 
or classification; also providing that 
any Labor Union, which limits the 
hours and days of work per week, 
must guarantee at least that much 
work per week to its members, and if 
it calls a strike pay its members 
while they are out of work the full 
amount they are demanding from the 
employers, otherwise all obligations 
for dues must cease. 

Plank 14. Legislation making it 
unlawful for employers of skilled or 
unskilled, technical or professional 
help, to have different wage scales 
or salaries for what they term dif- 
ferent races, creeds or colors; or to 
discriminate in any way in the hir- 
ing of help. 

It was generally conceded by those 
who spoke on tlie Planks that the 
Unions were • for the benefit of the 
higher-ups and that there were no 
advantages for the workers. Miss 
Freedom declared: "Unions .are noth- 
ing but wrong from beginning to 
/- end— all they want is money," and 
gave her experience with the ,Mu^i- 
ci^ns Union i'as - also ^did vEditOr 'JHp- 
naeel who had paid a fee' of two 
hundred dollars to join the Musicians 
Union. He gave a short history of 
Unions, saying that the idea was 
good in the beginning. ' Mr. Endur-' 
ance, Miss Victor Light, Miss Cooper. 
a brother from California all contrib- 
uted to the subject, the unanimous 



opinion being against Unions as they 
are now conducted. 

At 115th Street there were many 
visitors and several guest speakers. 
FATHER delighted His children with

^powerful addresses. ' 

Miss Lewis, of the State Employ- 
iiient Department, declared that the 
chief aim of the Department was 
ft) place the right one in the right 
job, regardless of race, ' creed or 
color. 

Mr. Dicldris, real estate broker, 
spoke on behalf of Judge Goldstein! 
requesting votes fp^ his re-election to 
the office of Judge of the Court of 
General Sessions. Judge Gpldstein 
declared that he had always treated 
everyone in his court the same, re- 
gardless of race, creed* or color, say- 
ing it was "an enlightened selfish- 
ness" because if he did not do this 
he would not be able to enjoy a good 
night's rest. "You cannot play fa- 
vorites with humanity," he asserted, 
you cannot have justice for one and 
not for the other— Justice for all, 
that is a fundamental principle." La- 
ter, FATHER DiyiNE signified His 
approval of the Judge. 

A brother from Poland said: '*\Ve 
are in a House of Correction, the 
Great Correcter is now here." A 
doctor made a short address, declar- 
ing: "FATHER is the greatest lead- 
er in the world today. FATHER is 
powerful. FATHER is ^ Great, FA-

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Why Neither Capitalism, Communism Nor Fascism Will Work in the United States

Capital, according to dictionary 
definition, is ''V^ealth employed in 
or available for production. Resources 
or advantages. Property. . . . Cap- 
italism, by the same authority is 
"concentrated capital as power.'* A 
system favoring its concentration. 

Broadly speaking two systems of 
capitalism prevail in the world, two 
systems by which capital, resources 
and property are concentrated as 
power. Both ^sterns are based on 
ownership. Both systems aim to dis- 
tribute production by means of 
wages. One is the theory of private 
ownership and private control of the 
power of wealth and the payment of 
wages as in the United States, Eng- 
land, Germany, Italy etc. The other 
is the theory of public ownership, 
state ownership and state contrtil 
or what is called communism and 
State payment of wages as in Rus- 
sian. Both systems are based upon 
the ownership of capital, resources 
and property as power. The differ- 
ence between the two systems is not 
a difference in theory of the power 
of concentrated capital but a dif- 
ference in the purposes and motives 
which animate those few persons 
who propose to govern and control 
the people, their wages, and the use 
of property and resources of 
wealth. Both "private owner* and 
'communistic" capitalism have their 
origin in scarcity rather than a- 
bundance. Both private ownership 
and communism seek equitably or 
otherwise to employ workers in pro- 
ductive enterprise and then thru the 
medium of wages paid for work, 
both seek to divide or apportion the 
goods produced. Both systems pro- 
pound the ancient economic religious 
philosophy that "the laborer is 
worthy of his hire'* and its correla- 
tive scripture "no work no eat." Con_ 
firmed in the theories of limitation, 
scarcity, that production either can- 
not or should not be hicreased suf- 
ficiently to provide abundantly for 
every human being, the purpose 
and motive' of private ownership of 
capital wealth is first to provide a 
plentiful or - even a superfluous af- 
fluence for the owning class and 
second to persuade the great mass 
ki Jii© peoplei tQ foe satisfied or at 



least content with whatever the 
oviTiing class may see fit to dole out 
to them in the form or wages, sa- 
laries or charity. 

The theory of communism, spring- 
ing from the same belief in limita- 
tion or scarcity, proposes to abolish 
private ownership in favor of state 
ownership, to operate all property 
and resources and to divide the total 
productions of goods equally among 
the workers. Communism admits 
scarcity as does private ownership 
but while private ownership says of 
poverty that it cannot be abolished 
hut only assuaged, that it is a nec- 
essary evil and quotes erroneously 
"the poor ye have always with you," 
communism seeks to abolish tooth 
extreme poverty on the one hand and 
extreme affluence on the other Toy 
taking the total productions and di- 
viding them equally so that all 
workers may share and share alike. 
The probabilities are that no one, 
not even the greatest advocates of 
private ownership, will say that 
Communism does not more nearly 
approach the demands of the golden 
rule than have the' practices of pri- 
vate Capitalism. 

Certainly the whole world is 
watching the Russian experiment 
with increasing interest and despite 
the smoke of prejudice' ajid emo- 
tionalism everyone is being com- 
pelled to at least admit that the 
present "ownership" depression is a 
good deal less depressing to the 
Russian people ithan is the private 
ownership depression on the people 
' of the privately owned United 
States. 

But wha^t of Fascism? In fascist 
Italy and \ in Germany we have 
simply private ownership, nothing 
else. We call it fascism. What ex- 
actly is fascism? Fascism is only 
private ownership in desperate 
straits seeking to retain its power 
of concentrated wealth by force and 
violence. And what again is Com- 
munism? Communism is state owner- 
ship in which elected officials con- 
trol the power of the concentrated 
wealth of a nation. 

If we assume that, by chance 
good fortune and a kind providence, 
a communistic state is blessed with 
choosing a '*good" administration 
and If wet assume that l>y similiar 



chance a "good" private owner is 
in control of the wealth of a nation 
— then the practical differences be- 
ween these two forms of capitalism 
are of little consequence. To the 
people so governed little would re- 
main to be desired. There would' be 
few indeed who would object to pri-. 
vate owners attaining plenty pro- 
viding the objectors themselves had 
plenty. There would be few capital- 
ists who would object to the com- 
munistic form providing they them- 
selves had plenty. Two dogs with 
one bone will argue .and fight for 
its posession and enjoyment. Two 
dogs and plenty of bones and the 
argument ceases. It is the righteous 
human desire for plenty that rises 
up in every individual sooner or 
later, to object to any system of 
government whose foundation stone 
is scarcity, the necessity for divi- 
sion. It is a natural and righteous 
human desire for unlimited abimdance 
that will overturn and overturn and 
overturn until that form of govern- 
ment comes forth whose right it is to 
rule. Man demands abundance, he 
demands the promised land, he will 
not be satisfied with less, he can- 
not be satisfied with scarcity and he 
will not rest until that abundance is 
achieved. 

Very little is to be gained by be- 
coming anti-capitalistic, anti-com- 
munistic, anti-fascist or anti any 
other form of ownership or govern- 
ment. We cannot build automobiles 
by being anti-horse nor can we build 
heaven by being anti — the other 
place only by becoming pro- 
truth, pro-science, pro-universal 
health, prosperity and happiness 
may we usher in the true freedom, 
and government of righteousness, 
justice and truth. 

It is history that private owner- 
ship, capitalism with its system of 
limited wages, always deprives great 
numbers of their right to satisfac- 
tion and it is equally true that private 
owners live in a constant fear and 
- worry over the possibility of los- 
ing what they claim to own. Private 
ownership does not confer freedom 
Upon either the master or the serv- 
ant nor upon the employer nor upon 
the eimiployed. Private capitalists 
must free their slaves in order to 
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themselves be free. But private 
ovsoiership objects to change. It does 
not relish the thought, of being 
dumped from its uncomfortable fry- 
ing pan into a fire that may be 
vorse. Private owners have not yet 
seen a better way than capitalism. 
When they do they will take the 
better way. They will not fight a 
change when the proponents of 
change find themselves inspired to 
offer something better than private 
capitalism. State capitalism or com- 
munism offers something that to the 
imderdog seems better but commun- 
ism in order to accomplish its pro- 
mise to the masses frankly proposes 
to break in and steal all that the 
private owner possesses without giv- 
ing him anything better In return. 
Communism seeks to rob the robber 
barons. 

Communism says that when its 
own thieving has been accomplish- 
ed, when the rich man has been de- 
spoiled, then it will face the other 
way around and so manage the con- 
fiscated wealth as to bring about 
an economic condition that is fair 
and just to all concerned. 

Communism proposes that the 
popular person or persons whom the 
people elect to manage the proper- 
ty of the state will somehow be 
more just and honest than private 
owners. Communism proposes to 
share the spoils of victory. Com- 
munism proposes the equal division 
of limited supply. It does not con- 
template the possibilities of multi- 
plication, neither do the advocates 
of private ownership. If either the 
advocates of communism' or fascism 
understood multiplication, if they 
-knew the possibilities of multiplying 
and replenishing the earth so that 
not even a rich man need be depriv- 
ed of any desirable thing, there would 
by violence or by taxation, there 
would be no conflict in the world 
today. 

The conflict between the rich anjl 
the poor, between the fear of pov- 
erty and the desire for abundance 
as it now exists in the minds of rich 
and poor alike, the lust for capital- 
istic power by either ownership or 
by election and the bloody wars of 
competition will give way to the 
humming rythm of cooperation when 
men adopt the laws of science and 
simple arithmetic instead of political 



opinion in the field of economics 
and thus permit the unrestricted 
multiplication of wealth to take the 
place of scarcity aind division. 

In Russia at least for the present, 
there is plenty of work for every 
able bodied person and need for ail 
that they by their combined efforts 
can produce. There is no reason why 
the Russian people should not pro- 
gress rapidly under the communistic 
form of capitalism and government 
which they have chosen. Equal pro- 
gress might have been made in that 
undeveloped country had they chosen 
to adopt the American form of pri- 
vate ownership. So long as there is 
work for everyone and ownership 
either private or pubUc is minded 
to pay wages to its workers any 
form of capitalism is at least work- 
able and more or less satisfying to 
all the people. Here in the United 
States we must meet another condi- 
tion. The case is different. We do 
^ot have work for all our people. 
Whether or not we are minded to do 
so we cannot pay wages to all the 
workers because we cannot give 
them employment. Here we have 
developed a highly efficient power 
and machine 'production capacity 
which precludes the possibility of 
either full time employment or full 
time wages to all the workers. Even 
if capital under private ownership 
or under communism in the United 
States should prosper to pay top 
wages to those it could employ, there 
would be a rapidly increasing num- 
ber of people to whom capital could 
not supply either jobs or wages. 

No work, no eat may be a good 
enough philosophy for the capitalist 
to propound when there is work to 
be done. "To each man as nearly as 
possible the full product, of his toil" 
was the peak of a just philosophy 
when Abraham Lincoln spoke those 
words, but men of science disregard 
both capitalism and philosophy. 
Science steps forth countermanding 
the curse "that man shall eat in the 
sweat "Of his brow" and confirms the 
perception of John ''and there shall 
be no more curse." 

Communism state ownership and 
state payment of wages even if we 
wanted it, could not be made to 
work in the present equipped 
United 'States. Capitalism with its 
system of wages, interest and 
taxes Lmder private ownership has 



collapsed in the United States. At 
present capitalism is in the position 
of the man who shot his brains out 
and then had not gumption enough 
to fall down. Even by force and 
violence a private owner, fascist 
dictator could not hope to function 
the machinery of the United States 
not even for his ownu personal 
aggrandisement. The toil and labor of 
men in the United States can no 
longer be counted an asset to any 
owner of any form of capitalism' 
ev^n if the people or the state owned 
it all. Only a streamline system of 
distribution^ adopted to the function 
of convejang all that machines and 
men can produce, from points of pro- 
duction to every man, woman, and 
child in the nation, can solve the 
American problem. Only by a scient- 
ific system of money that gua- 
rantees the rich capitalist as well 
as the humble workman, the wealth 
and afflu:;nce to which every 
man aspires can be considered as 
applicable to the American scene. 
America sees the dawn of a new 
day in Economics. The old day has 
passed away and capitalism' lies 
with it in the bottoan of oblivion.

Each year the land grows 
more abundantly than we can con- 
sume — food and all good things to 
eat— except ithis year when Nature 
seema to curtail her riches, wjiich 
is the result of mah*s destruction, "as 
man sows, that he reaps." 

God has blessed us with the most 
wonderful inventions and machines 
to make life easy— almost nothing. 
We can create beauty imsurpassed 
—art, houses, furniture, landscape. 
We can have unlimited supply of 
eveiything to satisfy our fondest 
ixuagination* Everyone is willing to 
v/ork to create beautiful things, to 
produce all we need, as there is no 
such thing as lazy people because 
God, 1^ us, Is creating and acting, 
which is the Law of Multiplication 
and which brings Infinite Blessings 
for as we give so shall we receive. 



In the midst of all ithese millions 
of blessings, in the midst of all this 
wealth, although everflowing abun- 
dantly, we live in lacks and wants 
and almost starvation. Thousands 
are without homes and clothing in a 
Nation with unlimited wealth. Forty 
million people are in poverty arid do 
not knoT)7 where their next meal is 
coming from. Th^y have no place or 
home in which to live except in the 
camps on the roadsides, when they 
could build beautiful homes for 
thenlSelves. The richest Natioii in 
tKe world has put billions of debts 
upon its citizens, and there is no 
possibility of ever paying these 
debts, not even the interest. 

The catise of all this misery and 
injustice is bedause man, in his 
greed and selfishness, is controlling 
God's L.aw of Supply and Multipli- 
cation. He is selfishly hoarding 
everything for himself instead of 
giving to , others and letting others 
have all they need, which is the Di- 
vine Ijaw. With the present uncon- 
stitutional riioney systeni, created for 
selfish purposes,, a few aire purpose- 
ly keeping millions in slavery and 
out of work. According to the latest 
reports eleven men own ninety ger 
cent of the wealth of the Nation 
while one hiindred thirty millions 
have only ten per cent. In the saihe 
report it states that, "if this pres- 
ent system should continue a few 
years more, three men will own all 
of the material wealth." 

This is a picture of our present 
system as we have made it. We are 
part of it and as long as we are 
satisfied to live in lacks and wants 
and in negation, allowing the selfish 
few to control the Law of Supply 
and handle the money system for 
their own sefish purpose, we have 
no one to blame but ourselves. But 
we can change the system any time 
we want to do so. For centuries 
the Christian Religion has been sup- 
porting the System, sasning that 
when we suffer here, we will have 
our reward elsewher^, and the fool- 
ish idea of the Church has been to 
keep Christ away from politics and 
let the **other fellow'^ rule the Sys- 
tem under which we are living. 

But now Faiiher Divine, God Al- 
palghta^, hB3 come to introduce 



Christ into politics and into the bus- 
iness world and to free humanity 
from this slavery, and as He said In 
Hi^ (Platform, there must be the 
immediate repeal of all laws which 
are contrary to tlie Constitution; 
that we niiist let God, through us, 
take inimediat>e action to repe^ this 
great evil — the uricoristitutional 
Money Act. 

If we arc -His true and faithful 
foilbweVs doing His Will, we miist 
be serving Him both day and night 
in deeds and in actions iintil Right- 
eousness, Justice and Truth have 
been legalized all over the world. 
Tlierefbre, the repeal of the present 
uriconstitutionki Money Act is the 
greatest move for human freedom 
and liberation and which all of the 
Congressmen, endorsed by the Right- 
eous Government Movement, must 
support.

As long as our present policy 
controls our Money 'System tthere is 
no hope of any economic recovery, 
or salvation from slavery and de- 
pression, because no matter what 
plans we might try to bring into 
operation, we are always controlled 
by that Money System. 
, We believe and know that Father 
Divine, God Almighty, has now come 
to free this NatioA and the whole

Madison, of FATHER DIVINE'S 
legal staff, made an announcement 
to the effect that FATHER DIVINE 
had endorsed plans to stage a huge 
Peace Parade on Sunday, Septem- 
ber 13.

Rome, Italy, Sept. 4. — "We reject 
the absurdity of eternal peace, which

So stated Premier Mussolini in a 
statement to the world press after 
reviewing in Avellino, early this 
week, with King Victor Emmanuel, 
60,000 of the 8,000,000 troops which 
he claims are under his immediate 
command. 

*'We always, in the -course of a few 
hours and after a simple order, can 
mobilize 8.000,000 men," he told 
cheering thousands who crowded the. 
town square at Avellino. ^ 

Diplomatic quarters interpreted his 
declaration to be aimed against two 
recent actions— by Adolf Hitler in 
Germany and Joseph StaUn in Rus- 
sia. 

The first, they declared, was the 
Reichsfuehrer's extension of the mil- 
itary training period in Germany 
from one to two years. 
* The second was the Soviet dicta- 
tor's reported statement that'the Rus- 
sian armies niiist be prepared to 



march at a moments notice. 

Socialistic and Communistic influ- 
ences in France and Spain arid II 
Duces determination to defend his 
newly acquired territory in East Af- 
.rica were also " targets'' of his mes- 
sage, according to observers.

THE FAITIU^'CL 
STAND WITH GOD 

'In all of your getting, get Un- 
derstanding. ' If you are OP Mc , 
you will stand for Me, but tf you 
are so inclined stUl after claiming to 
be. in Me to do wrong, and you 
MUST ' do wrong, you would do 
wrong in the defense of the Right 
Instead of doing wrong in the de- 
fense of the wrong and for self- 
Justification. It is indeed Wonder- 
ful! , While yet we are not stressing 
the significance of doing wrong, GOD 
in His Own Majesty, Love and 
Mercy, and yet- Compassion, with 
All Dominion and Authority, can and 
will be His O^ Protection and will 
be the Help for all of His Children. 
T(herefore it is not necessary to do 
wrong that- right might come, for 
it is Written, 'How can those of you 
who are dead to sin, live any long- 
er therein?' Reckon yourselves to 
be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto GOD through JESUS CHRIST 
our LORD.' He Said also on an- 
other occassion, 'Therefore being 
justified by Faith, we have Peace 
with GOD.' 'Shall we continue m 
sin,' said he, 'that Grace may 
abound?' *GOD forbid!' How can 
those who are dead to Mn, live any 
longer therein? 

Therefore your request, or the re- 
quest of GOD for you, is that you 
might no longer* live in sin at all, 
but if you must needs act sinful in 
the way of disobedience as Peter 
did, or in otlier' words as Judas did, 
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it would be better to make ^your 
actions in the expression of the justi- 
fication of the Fundamental and the 
Righteousness of the Spirit, than to 
make it for a selfish purpose. Judas 
told the truth for a selfish purpose. 
There is no record given, where he 
got so angry about it. Peter, or 
Simon, he got very angry didn't he, 
— and started to curse and swear, 
and said he did riot know a thing 
about the man ? Nevertheless, he 
did it for an unselfish purpose ap- 
parently, taut Judas did his alto- 
gether for a selfish purpose. It is 
indeed Wonderful! 

ACTING UNSELFISHLY 

Again, I often think for the ex- 
perience in David's life, — the time 
he did something * for Israel's sake, 
in the way of slaying Goliath. He 
did it in the defense of Israel for 
an unselfish purpose directly, — for 
an indirect selfish purpose. But 
when he attempted to do something' 
for a selfish purpose, he was found 
guilty more of murder than he was 
when he did something unselfishly 
and actually committed the murder. 

These Thoughts are well worth 
considering. There is a time in your 
life when you must needs act in 
some way, word, deed or action for 
unselfishness, in the justification of 
Righteousness. But there is a time 
when you may be called to the front 
to test yourself out, in other words 
to be tested out whether you ar6 
living selfishly and will seek selfish- 
ness, or seek Righteousness. When 
this test comes, you must be watch- 
ful that you do not enter into 
temptation in the way of selfishness 
for a selfish purpose. But when 
you do that which is Just, and 
Right, and G©od» even though it 
may be at times apparently wrong, 
if it is done for a good purpose you 
may be justified more than you would 
be if you would do a small thing", 
for a selfish purpose. 

Just think of Goliath being the 
way through which David had to 
ascend the Throne, — ascending the 
Throne by killing a man, — ^but he 
did it for the sake of Israel, un- 
selfishly, as ah abstract end out- 
ward expression of the True and the 
Faithful, and the tmselfish servant. 
Isn't that Wonderful: But remem- 
ber ,he caused the death of Uriah 
for a selfish purpose to take his 
wife, — then and there he lost his 
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power and he was dethroned. Da- 
vid could have been reining to-day 
no doubt,; as far as you know, had 
he reigned in illGHTEOUSNESS, 
TRUTH and JUSTICE and would 
not have been selfish, but because 
he was selfish he could not reign 
in reality in the Sonship Degree of 
expression. Therefore it was es- 
sential for another to come, to ful- 
fill and Reign on the Throne, — 
to fulfill the Purpose, and to Reign 
on the Thirbrie.
